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AMENDMENTS IN THE CLAIMS 



1 . (Currently amended) A kit for determining feline blood type, comprising: 

(a) a substrate m e mb e r for facilitating which allows contact between at least one 
monoclonal antibod\and a feline blood sample; and, 

(b) a mixture o^a first monoclonal antibody and a second monoclonal antibody 
placed in contact with said substrate m e mb e r , whereby each said antibody recognizes at 
least one feline blood group\specific A antigen. 

2. (Currently amended) \ The kit of Claim 1 wherein said first or said second one 
monoclonal antibody in said mixture recognizes glycolipid A antigen (NeuGc)2Go3- 

3. (Currently amended) The kit of Claim 1 wherein one said first or said second 
monoclonal antibody in said mixture recognizes glycolipid A antigen comprising (NeuGc)Gi3, 
or (NeuGc) containing gangliosides. 

4. (Original) The kit of Claim l 5 \wherein said first monoclonal antibody is a 13G3 
antibody. 

5. (Original) The kit of Claim 1 wherein said second monoclonal antibody is 4E10 
antibody. 

6. (Original) The kit of Claim 3 wherein said monoclonal antibody is present in 
solution at a concentration equal to between 34 |ig/ml and 136 |ig/ml. 

7. (Original) The kit of Claim 2 wherein said monoclonal antibody is present in 
solution at a concentration equal to between 64 jag/ml and 256 jig/ml. 

8. (Original) The kit of Claim 1 wherein \aid antibody mixture has been 
lyophilized.

12. (Currently amended) A method for typing feline blood samples comprising: 

(a) collecting a blo^d sample from a feline subject; 

(b) dispensing an amount of the blood sample into a substrate m e mb e r , which 
includes facilitat e s contact betw ee n a mixture of a first monoclonal antibody and a 
second monoclonal antibody, wkh\each said antibody r e cognizing agglutinates feline 
blood group A specific antigens; and, 

(c) examining the blood sample and antibody mixture to determine whether the 
sample agglutinated. 

13. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 12 wherein between 50 \i\ and 100 \i\ 
of the blood sample, which is collected in EDTA ethylene diaminetetracetic acid, from the feline 
subject to be typed, is added to said substrate m e mb e r . 

14. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim '12 wherein one said first or said 
second monoclonal antibody in said mixture recognizes glycolipkl\A antigen (NeuGc)2Go3. 

15. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 23 wherein said j-3-G3 -first or second 
monoclonal antibod y, which recognizes glycolopid A antigen (NeuGc)G ;n is present in a 
concentration equal to between 34 (ag/ml and 136 |ig/ml.

22. (Currently Amended) A kit f^^determining feline blood type, comprising a 
substrate m e mber for facilitating which allows contact between a monoclonal antibody mixture 
comprised of two s e parat e monoclonal antibodies\and a feline blood sample, said mixture 
comprised of a first monoclonal antibody which recomizes glycolipid A antigen (NeuGc)2Go3, 
and a second monoclonal antibody which recognizes \glycolipid A antigen (NeuGc)Gi3, or 
(NeuGc) containing gangliosides, whereby said first antibody is present in a concentration equal 
to between 64 |wg/ml and 256 jal/ml, and said second antibodyyis present in a concentration equal 
to between 34 |ig/ml and 136 |ag/ml.
